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Caught By An Explosion 
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Johnstown. Pa.. July ll.—Johnstown 
has again been visited by an appalling 
disaster. 
It Is less frightful than the awful 
calamity of May 31, 18s9, in cost of 
life, but in Its terrible consequences 
It has brought the shadow of sorrow 
In hundreds of homes made desolate 
by a mine explosion which took place 
in the Cambria Steel <ompauy’s rolling 
ruin mine under West Mont hill yes­ 
terday afternoon. How many are dead 
it may take several days to fully de­ 
termine. but that it is a long and 
shocking list Is certain. If may reach 
200 or more men. 
The mining officials of the Cambria 
company stated the explosion was one 
of lire damp. The few survivors who 
have escaped from the depths of the 
mine describe the condition to be 
frightful: 
Outside of the "Klondike" 
the mines are safe and 
uninjured. 
Within the fatal limit} of the mine the 
havoc wrought by the explosion arc 
such as beggar description. 
Solid 
walls of masonry three feet through 
were torn down as though barriers of 
paper. 
The roofs of the mine were 
I demolished and not a door remains 
! standing. 
Miners who left the mine 
! by way of the MHI Creek entrance 
brought horrible etoiles of crawling 
over the dead bodies of their com­ 
rades. 
it was nearly nn hour after the ex- 
plosion befur* any general knowledge 
i of what had happened got abroad. 
Mea who came from the mines, eacap- 
i ing with their lives, told the terrible 
: news and soon it spread like wildfire 
all over the city. 
In scores cf homes 
; there were the most pathetic scenes. 
Mothers, wives, daughters, suns and 
relatives 
were 
frantic 
with 
grief, 
hundreds rushed to the point and with 
j tabbing hearts awaited news that did 
not come from the ill-fated mine. 
At the opening across the river from 
the point the Cambria Iron company 
. police with st'v oral assist ants stood 
guard, permitting no one to enter the 
I mln-. from which noxious gases were 
I coming. It was nearly 4 o’clock when 
• all hope of sending 
rescue parties 
from the West Mont opening was 
abandoned. 
Two men who had es­ 
caped from the mine went back two 
miles to see what assistance could be 
rendered, but the frightful damp drove

they fell prostrate

they finally, after a desperate 
struggle, reached the outside. 
Two 
doctors gave the men assistance, and 
after working with them half an bour 
restored them. Their story of the sit­ 
uation in the mine made it clear that 
the rescue work could not proceed 
(rom West Mont opening, and then 
hasty preparations were made to begin 
that sad mission at the Mill Creek 


From the entran t' In the hill across 
the river from the point to the one a 
Mill Creek Is a distance of three and 
three-fourths miles. 
The Klondike 
section In which the explosion occur­ 
red is about two miles from the Mill 
Creek entrance. The mine i3 divided 
in o a large number of headings, lev­ 
els and sections. 
The men who es­ 
caped are familiar with the mines. 
They have spent years working in it. 
Otherwise 
they 
could 
never 
have 
reached the surface. Lights were out 
and there was no way for them to 
find their way to the top had they not 
known the mine perfectly. 
About a score of American miners 
who were at work in the Klondike dis­ 
trict noticed the presence of the fire 
damp in their apartment soon after 
the explosion occurred and started at 
once for the main entrance. 
They 
were almost overcome by the deadly 
gas but reached the outside world in 
safety. 
One of the men who got out 
safely said it is not known what caus 
ed the explosion, and that it will prob­ 
ably nev* r Le known. r.s he believed 
none of the men at work In the Klon­ 
dike district can be save I.

No list of the names ol 
the dead miners can be given, for the 
majority of them were foreigners and 
were known only by check and not b> 
name. The only way their names wil 
ever be known lf the bodies are not 
recovered in time for identiflcatior 
will be by their families sending theli 
names to us.”

The bundles of m aterial for the 
several families thus employed are 
made up in the shop and delivered to 
them, the finished pockets being at the 
same time collected. 
"The knitting is done with a needle 
tw enty inches in length, and the pock­ 
ets are knitted with a peculiar knot 
th at will not pull out. 
You might cut 
a hole in a pocket with a knife, but the 
hole would go no farther. As the pock­ 
et Is knitted it will not pull or draw 
apart 
“Porn pockets are made of cotton, of 
wool and of silk. The first are sold for 
$1.25 or thereabouts ti dozen. 
Silk 
pockets sell for about $10 a dozen. 
“I should say that of all the pockets 
ma^le perhaps half arc of cotton, three- 
eighths of wool and one-eighth of silk. 
The pockets are most commonly green, 
but they are made In other colors as 
well—in maroon, for example, and in 
yellow- and in blue for tables with 
cloths in those colors. 
“O utput? 
Well, the production of 
them is somewhat scattered. I should 
say th at it might am ount annually to 
about 10.<KXI dozen, valued on an aver­ 
age. roughly estimated, at $4 a dozen,
